The object is to 
carry along the education of the 
pupils in a uniform manner, and 
enable a pupil to receive a certifi¬ 
cate of graduation, The Superin¬ 
tendent gave the following statia*. 
tics which show the work in the 
schools: 

Enrolled in the schools of the 
oounty, 1866 pupils; these are di¬ 
vided among the different branch¬ 
es of study as follow: 

Spelling, 1432; 1st Reader, 238; 
2d Reader, 180; 3d Reader 200; 4th 
Reader, 264; 6th Reader, 259 ; 6th 
Reader, 78; Writing, 961; Geogra¬ 
phy, 490; Language Lessons, 191; 
Grammar, 255; Mental Arithmetic, 
399; Written Arithmetic, 666; U. 
8. History, 16; Physiology, 67; 
Civil Government, 43. Number of 
schools, 78; maintained at a cost of 
$9197, of which $3200 (about) was 
paid by the State. . . 

A detailed acconnt of the work 
of the Institute cannot be given 
here, and this report can only no¬ 
tice pointedly except what hits 
come under the writer’s observa¬ 
tion.

- Frank Prnyn Barlow. 

It becomes oar mournful duty to 
write memorial words of a much 
esteemed youth who has recently 

passed away. 

Frank Pruyn Barlow, the youn¬ 
gest son of Amos Barlow, Esq., 
and Mra Mary Barlow, was born in 
Huntersville, West Virginia, ‘on 
March 6ttel880, and died J nly 14, 
1896, of typhoid fever, after an ill¬ 
ness of tune days continuance and 
during which he suffered extreme¬ 
ly. In recalling the history of this 
brief life, now so Badly quenched, 
there are quite a number of inter¬ 
esting matters that are worthy of 
notice, and are very consoling to 
remember. For fie manifested at 
hia early age many engaging traits 
giving bright promise of his soon 
beooming a very estimable and 
useful man. 

For the past two or three venre 
Ms father has relied upon him aa 

voluntary confidential clerk to 
make a record of all the^ fanning 
operations and the management of 
the ' live-stock. The well-filled 
memorandum book affords an ex¬ 
ample of accuracy and minuteness 
in giving details that would do 
credit to older and experienced ob¬ 
servers. Nothing appears to have 
escaped his notioe, so closely did 
he attend the service he assumed 
of his own accord. All the settle¬ 
ments made by Frank’s book onmo 
off without a single dispute, uud 
proved perfectly correct and satis¬ 
factory. In fact he seems to have 
been a born business character for 
hia aptitude in this resjiect was 
something wonderful for a person 
so young. 

The amiability of his disposition 
was another trait that may be re¬ 
garded as something quite remark¬ 
able too, for he was never known 
to be oqt of temper, and ho was 
never known to speak an angry 
word to any one. At school he 
was a careful student and a faith¬ 
ful Sabbath School learner, always 
endeavoring to know his lessons 
well. A gentleman, whose oppor¬ 
tunities to know Frank were of the 
most favorable kind, remembers 
him as one of the most piously in¬ 
clined little boys he was ever ac¬ 
quainted with. 

On the evening before his death 
some hours before his utterances 
be&lme inarticulate, he was heard 
repeating bis customary prayer, 
ana then called Tor Clarence, his 
little nephew to come and 6ay his 
pm vers tqo. 

With such suggestive and sig¬ 
nificant recollections to cherish in 
reference to his brief history, it is 
just what mi^ht be expected thnt 
a sympathizing Christian friend 
should write such words as these 
io a letter of condolence addressed 
to the bereaved pnrents: “Onr 
good dear boy Frank has gone on 
before, but we trust and pray that 
some sweet day we shall all be 
safely gathered around the throne 
of Goaf, where there will be no 
more parting, no more siokness, 
nor sadness, but one eternal joyful 
day. This life is given us to pre¬ 
pare for a bettor, life beyond the 

g rave; and those that are called 
om<3 while voung escape the tri¬ 
als and troubles which attend a life 
in this world of sin. But how 
hard to give them upl God’s 
graoe alone, is sufficient for those 
things.” 

The Lord gave,. the Lord haB 
taken away, blessed be the name 
of the Lord. 

A more pathetio scene was never 
witnessed in the vicinity of Hun¬ 
tersville than the burial of this 
milch laraentefl youth. The Sab¬ 
bath evening sun was about to go 
down with shadows pointing to the 
sunrise. Hundreds of sympathet¬ 
ic friends, asseg^bled from rat and 
near, reverently moved in proces¬ 
sion towards the green hill-side 
ovedooking the.ecenes of hia child¬ 
hood. There, close by the side of 
his sister Agnes, who had triumph¬ 
antly pawed away several years 
ago, his friends tenderly laid him 
down. 

Hia grave was sodded and a 
floral cross and crown placed 
thereon just as twilight shades be¬ 
gan to render all dimly silent and 
more solemn still.
